German  irises  should  be  planted  shallow,  and  should  be 
given,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a dry,  well-drained  location  in 
full  sun.  A dre'ssing  of  some  form  of  lime^  or  limestone  is 
very  beneficial.  ^

manica  Alba  and  Innocenza  are  white,  Amas  is  rich  purple, 
Kochii  very  dark  purple.  Pallida  Dalmatica*  is  pale  blue, 
Ciengialti  light  blue,  Gertrude  blue,  and  Argus  dark  blue. 
Koenig  is  smoky  yellow  and  rich  brown,  a superb  variety.
